4. Discussions 

Between Monday 5th to Thursday 8th August 2019 the site had depleted its store of Sodium Hypochlorite 
which is essential to the efficient operation of the odour abatement 'scrubber' on site. During this period 
SEPA received 3 unsubstantiated odour complaints from local residents. 


SEPA were advised that the store of Sodium Hypochlorite became depleted due to a miscommunication 
between the Hygiene and Engineering departments who were both using it. 


Condition 4.1.3 of the Permit requires 'Odour abatement and monitoring equipment shall be operated, 
maintained and calibrated according to the manufacturer's instructions'. 


It is SEPAs view that the site has not maintained the operation of the scrubber sufficiently, this was a 
preventable incident. The operator is required to confirm in writing to SEPA what procedures / changes 
are being put in place to ensure this incident is not repeated.
